OF THE CITY DEBT AND 
REDUCTION OF TAXATION. 


The outstanding indebtedness of the city 
of Sacramento, represented by bonds with 
interest-bearing coupons, amounts to §1, - 
040,000. 
It is safe to calculate that of 
this amount there are some lost, some de­ 
stroyed by fire, gome that will never be 
presented for redemption from othcrcauses. 
W e are therefore justified in placing the 
real liability at but §1,000,000. 
But that 
a very broad margin may be allowed in 
the estimate we are about to make, let the 
indebtedness be stated at the first figures 
given. 
Of overdue interest coupons there 
.are claims amounting to’3’§600,000. 
Of 
these it is claimed that §360,000 are barred 
by tho statute of limitations. 
There re­ 
main, then, of valid coupons §240,000. 
B at, as in the first case, let us suppose the 
statute of limitations plea to be not good, 
in order that the broadest margin possible 
in onr calculation shall be made. We thus 
have a possible §1,640,000 to answer for. 
As the public is informed, there was an 
offer made last spring by large holders of 
bonds to settle the city indebtedness on 
this basis : A11 bonds at 621 cents of their 
face, all coupons at 50 cents of tboir face. 
Let us suppose that the bondholders will 
still compromise with the city on that ba­ 
sis by a reissue of bonds for twenty years, 
bearing 5 per cent, interest. 
The present 
bonds bear C per cent, interest. 
We 
would then have the following indebted- 
nes to answer for : 
Bonds, $1,040,000, at 62J cents.........................$050,000 
Coupons, $000,050, at 50 cents.......................... 300,000 


Total to be refunded.......................................... $050,000 
Interest at 5 per cent, requires per year— $47,500 
To provide this interest annually would 
necessitate, on an assessment 
roll 
of 
§11,000.000 values, a tax levy a fraction in 
excess of 43 cents, instead of 55 cents, as 
now required by law under the decision of 
the Court. 
This would leave us, out of a 
general fund ta i of 1 per cent—or §1 on 
tho hundred of property valuation—57 
cents for general city purposes, instead of 
45 cents that will be left under the de­ 
cision of the Supreme Court. 
It is true 
that we now levy a total of §1 60, but it 
must be remembered that we will pay to 
the bondholders, and do now p3y 55 per 
cent, of net water rates, of Police Court 
fines, harbor dues and licenses, all of which 
we will save and apply to maintenance 
of the city government if we can effect a 
refunding. 
It wiU be seen that this would 
enable us to limit the total city tax to a 
levy of §1, or a figure very near to it. 
But in this estimate we have made no 
mention whatever of any provision for the 
redemption of the bonds in twenty years. 
To do so, for that amount distributed over 
such a psriod, will require but a small B u m 
to be contributed to a sinking and redemp­ 
tion fund, for the fond so created would 
bear interest soon, and thus add to its own 
importance annually. 
B at it is fair to 
conolude that tho city would be able to 
use such a fund to even better advan­ 
tage in bidding for the surrender of her 
bonds. Bay, in the course of five years 
henee. 
But we have in the treasury 
the sum of §200,000, which will be set 
free by the compromise, for it is now held 
fast by litigation regarding the payment of 
interest coupons. 
Now this §200,000 can 
be used, when freed, advantageously in two 
ways—by being placed at interest to create 
a redemption fund, or to immediate redac­ 
tion of the compromise debt principal, on 
which we must pay interest. 
Obviously 
the latter plan is the sound oce—the one 
good business sense dictates. 
If, then, we 
take the §200,000 and pay off with it a 
part of the principal, we shall have but 
§750,000 instead of §950,000 to answer 
for. 
Instead, then, of a tax levy of 43 
cents to pay interest, we shall need one of 
but 29¿ cents, and we shall have for gen 
eral city purposes 70| conta instead of 45 
oents as now ncder the decision, or instead 
of 57 cents if we do not thus use the 
§200,000. 
B at the creditors of the city 
now litigating with her do not represent 
the whole of the debt, but only about half 
of it. 
W hat, therefore, can we do as to 
the other half ? The answer is, that we 
should do the best we can with those who 
ere at band, and thus enli3t them in our 
i rterest to bring the others into the ar­ 
rangement, for obviously it will be to their 
interest to have all the creditors placed oa 


a common level in this matter. 
If we can­ 
not reach them all now, we shall be at the 
least no worse off than now. 
In whatever light we view it, then, set­ 
tlement and refunding at a lower rate of 
interest would seem to be the dictate of 
common business sense. 
W e have seen 
that litigation is profitless. 
We have not 
advanced a single step by it ; on the con­ 
trary, the bond-holders have won a sub­ 
stantial victory, and from which there is 
no appeal to other Courts. 
No man can 
insure the city that she will not lose in 
the end all her suits, for such as have been 
decided in her favor, it must be remem­ 
bered, refer only to methods, and do not 
touch the matter of our final liability. All 
the twaddle to the contrary Í3 delusive, 
and in the interest of those who live by 
lawsuits. 
By refunding we shail clear the 
city of debt and put her on a new path of 
progress and prosperity. 
To continue as 
we are doing, in litigation and uncertainty, 
is to keep a cloud of doubt suspended over 
the best interests of this people. 
It would 
be desirable, of course, to refund at a lower 
figure than 624 cents, if the creditors can 
be brought to it. 
They should be glad to 
refund with us at 40 or 50 cents. They will 
then receive ample compensation for their 
investment—they paid much less for their 
bonds, and they have surrendered them in 
the past for less. 
But all that is a matter 
of negotiation. 
If we cannot settle at as 
low a rate as we wish, let us get the best 
terms we may, since it is evident that set­ 
tlement is cheaper and better than contest. 
We are told that consideration of offers to 
settle is cowardice. 
On the contrary, it 
requires unusual courage to confess defeat, 
and bravery to face facts that will not be put 
aside. 
It will not change the situation a 
particle to abuse the R e c o r d - U x io n , or 
impugn its motives in suggesting escape 
from the meBhes of legal entanglement and 
financial blundering. 
It will be wiser to 
demonstrate its estimates to be erroneous, 
and its allegations baseless. 
B it no a t­ 
tack wiU swervo it from its clearly-defined 
duty in advancing the interests of this peo­ 
ple, aiding this city to attain th ) highest 
degree of prosperity. 
We have considered in this article the 
proposition submitted by Mayor Brown 
last spring. 
That basis serves to illustrate 
the wisdom of that which we des:re to im­ 
press upon the public mind—the desirabil­ 
ity of getting out of the lawyer»’ hands 
and the Coarts just as speedily as possible, 
and of settling with onr creditors on the 
basis of an extension with lower interest, 
and the security of regular annual pay­ 
ments. 
I t must be expected that, as in 
the past we have failed to pay according to 
contract, the bond-holdera will nc w require 
a contract in which there shall lie no am­ 
biguity, and no honest man will object to 
expressing onr agreement clearly in "black 
and white." It must be expected that this, 
and all other similar advice to freothis city 
of a burden that is a clog to her progress, 
and drives capital from her midvt, will, as 
in the past, be denounced in Bom a quarters 
as in the interest of the bondho’dcrs. 
So 
far as this journal is concerned any such 
intimations are 
false, aud 
infamously 
eo. 
We propose to speak the truth con­ 
cerning this matter. 
Our city finances 
have been mismanaged through misappre­ 
hension of the law, lack of financial ca­ 
pacity, and by the rejection of the advice 
of able city counsel and business wisdom. 
The proposition cow is to shake off lawyers 
and lawsuits, and all the costs attaching, 
cease speculating in either, and settle on 
the beet terms procurable. 
The time was 
when we could have refunded at a very 
low figure. 
If we are forced to a higher 
one now it is because by litigation wc have 
appreciated the price of bonds instead of 
depreciating them, as was promised in the 
fullness of political buncombe. 
If ths cit­ 
izens of Sacramento are wise they will 
take advice from neither newspapers nor 
interested lawyers except so far as it com­ 
ports with that practical business wisdom 
which the successfol business man exer­ 
cises in the management of his own affairs.

COLOREO 
CONVEX; IJK . 


The Convention of the colored people 
has been held at Louisville and an address 
¡Bsned to the people. 
The outcome has 
been precisely what we predicted. 
The 
Convention resolved that the negro in 
the South is oppressed by unjust and dis­ 
criminating laws ; is prevented from tak­ 
ing part in local concerns ; is discriminated 
against by public entertainers and common 
carriers, and needs education and a fair 
chance to put himself wherever he may 
prove capable of going. 
There is nothing 
whatever new in all this. 
Certainly there 
is for the Democrats no Buch comfort in the 
address as they hoped to draw from it. 
It 
does not declaro for any party, nor con­ 
demn the Republicans. 
It does not rave 
about State’s rights, nor the exaction of 
corporations. 
It docs not denounce the 
eleortion o? 1S76, nor favor any tariff hy­ 
pocrisy. 
It simply recites a fair state­ 
ment of the condition of the negro in the 
South, without suggesting a solitary rem­ 
edy for it. 
It was au effortful and a 
profitless Convention, and seems to have 
been called chiefly to permit Mr. Douglass 
to make a two hours’ speech full of bitter­ 
ness. The negro race in America has all along 
been befriended by the Republican party, 
which has proceeded on the theory that 
the negro must take his chances in the 
fight of life, and gain such station as he 
can under the laws, and the social condi­ 
tions set up uader them. 
The fanatics 
that expect aBy party to force a class to 
the front that cannot of its own energy 
reach it, will continue to abuse the party 
for failing to put the negro higher up in 
the scale. 
Uuque6tionably it was an error 
to leave him so early to the tender mercies 
of the Southern Democrats and the unac­ 
customed atmosphere of self-dependecce. 
The nation would do differently had it the 
task to do it over. 
But it is done, and no 
power resides anywhere to force the South 
to remove the local burdens of which the 
negro justly complains, and under which 
he has the sympathy of humanity. 
If, 
now, he conceives that by selling out body 
and soul to the Democrats he can secure 
greater measure of prosperity and more 
rapid advancement, he should certainly try 
it.

Sixth—Of twenty thousand dollars and less than 
thirty thousand dollars constitute the sixth class, 
and must pay ten dollars per month. 
Seventh—Of ten thousand and less than twenty 
thousand dollars constitute the seventh class, and 
m ust pay seven dollars and fifty cents per mouth. 
Eignth—Of five thousand aud less than ten 
thousand dollars constitute the eighth class, and 
must pay five dollars per month. 
Ninth—v t two thousand and five hundred dollars 
and less than five thousand dollars constitute the 
ninth class, and must pay three dollars psr month 
TeDth—Of all am ounts over twelve hundred and 
fifty dollars and less than two thousand and five 
hundred dollars constitute tho tenth r'ass, and must 
pay one dollar aud fifty cents per month. 
Eleventh - Of all amounts over five hundred dol­ 
lar» per month ar.d less than twelve hundred and 
fifty dollars per month constitute the eleventh class, 
and must pay one dollar per month. 
Twelfth—Of all amounts less than five hundred 
dollars per month constitute the twelfth class, and 
m u-t pay fifty cents per month. 
Section 8. The sale cf liquors and wines by per­ 
son* licensed under the last e ossification above 
made, m ust not be m less quantities than one quart 
measure. No license m ust be required of physicians, 
surgeons, apothecaries or chemists, f r any w ines or 
spirituous liquors they may use ii* the preparation 
of medicines.

year an animal license therefor, as follows : 
Firet—Horses th at are hired for the purpofe of 
propagation by the season at fifty dollars or more 
constitute the first class, and require a license of 
fifty dollars. 
Second—Twenty-five dollars and JC95? than fifty 
dollars constitute the 6econd class, and require a 
license of thirty dollars. 
Tuird—At ten dollars and less than twenty-five 
dollars constitute the third class, and r-.quire a 
license of fifteen dollars.

Section 11. 
The provisions of subdivisions one 
and two (1 and 2) of Section five (5) do not apply to 
exhibitions or entertainm ents given for the benefit 
of churcht'8 or schools or other charitable entertain­ 
ments by any am ateur dramatic association or lit­ 
erary society of the city, town or district in which 
sjch entertainm ent or exhibition is given. 
Section 12. All licenses collectable under this 
chapter and payable quarterly shall become duo and 
payable in advance at the office cf the Tax Col­ 
lector. 
Any person shall be entitled to receive 
and nay licence for one quarter, but no shorter

The Board of City Trastees met ia regalar 
eeseioa at the new City Hall at 10 A. M. yes' 
terdey. 
All the members present. 
The Chief Engineer of the City W ater 
W orks made his weekly report, which was 
read and placed on file. 
A petition with a large namber of signa 
tures was presented to the Board asking the 
Trasteen not to license any oil warehouse in 
the block bounded by K and L, F ront and 
Second streets. 
The petition was read and 
ordered filed. 
The City Collector reported that for the 
quarter ending September 30th he collected 
for city licenses §9,463 50. 
The l'oundmas­

Last month 1,277 meals were furnished 
prisoners and the police arrested 225 persons. 
The Clerk oí the W ater Works collected 
$17,800 50 during the laBt three months. 
An order was passed to permit Chinese 
to barn firecrackers at certain hours of sev 
eral days, commencing October 14th. 
The bond of P. McHaie, street contractor, 
was approved. 
llemoastranees from property holders con 
cerning the improvement of Sixth street 
from K te L, N inth street from K to L, and 
from Seventh to Tenth, were filed and fur­ 
ther action was indefinitely postponed.

SATURDAY’A DAMAGIBG TESTIMONY COR­ 


ROBORATED YESTERDAY. 


The Statem ents Made by Lentlnl to His 
Countrymen D uring His Flight 
Troai to Testify To-4ay. 


The Lantini case was reeumed in D epart­ 
ment Two cf the Superior Court at 9 A. M. 
yesterday. 
Pasquino Galo, who gave his di­ 
rect evidence on Saturday, was placed on the 
stand and cross-examined by Mr. Edgerton. 
The first th at he saw of Lentini after the 
homicide was on ths 28 .h, 29th or 30-h of 
February. 
W itness was asked a great many 
questions concerning his age, nativity and 
history. 
Ho said when Lentini came to his 
place he wub in hia shirt-sleeves; had no hat, 
his head being tied up in a handkerchief. 
Lentini asked witness it he had heard any­ 
thing about his trouble with Troai. When 
answered negatively, Lentini said : 
" I had 
trouble with Saivatora Troai. 
I fired a 
a shot and don’t know who I struck.” W it­ 
ness told him he must not stay at hia place, 
and he remained there but three days. 
He 
asked for a blanket and hat, and the articles 
were given him. 
Witness was not acquami^d 
with Frank T roai; did not know who had 
him subpan aed, the subpena being se.ved by 
a Sheriff in Fresno connty. 
Has been in 
Sacramento for ten days. 
Knew Frank 
Troai by sight, but has had no conversation 
with him regarding the case. 
Do not know 
Daniel Capola. 
_ 
Joseph Galo said he was horn in Italy. 
Came to California three years ago, and 
lives at Stockton. Has lived at Firebaugh’a 
Ferry. Modesto and Steckton. 
In February, 
1882, lived with two cousins and a brother on 
a ranch on the Sacramento road, near Stock­ 
ton. 
On the last day of February, or the 
first day of March, 1882, Baw Len’ini on the 
ranch. The first time he saw Lentini it was 
about sundown. 
Lentini was in the house, 
and stayed three or four days. 
He had a 
jumper on, but no hat. 
When he left he had 
a hat given him by one of the boys. 
Heard 
him telling ths folks that he had goi into 
trouble with Saivatora Troai. They had a 
straggle for the possession of a gun, and it 
was accidentally discharged, and he did not 
know whether any one had been killed er 
not. 
Lentini was told he could not, under 
those circumstances, remain at their place, 
and he left on the third day. 
WitneBs 
pointed out Lentini in the Court-raom, say­ 
ing, “ That is the man I am speaking about.” 
Lentini said that, in his flight, he was pur­ 
sued by the Sheriff, who fired several shots at 
him. 
In order to escape his puisaers he 
swam a river. 
Cross-examination—Stops at a restaurant 
in this city, and pays his own bilis. 
Came 
from Firebaugh’a Ferry ten days ago. 
A t 
Firebaugh’a Ferry is employed by a man 
named Smith. 
Caine to Sacramento to be a 
witness in this ca?e, in obedience to a sub­ 
pena left with his employer by Antonio Ca­ 
pola. 
Has seen Capola in Sacramento sev­ 
eral times since the trial began. 
Made 
Frank Troai’s acquaintance since be came to 
the city. 
Has had no extended conversation 
with either of the gentlemen. 
Has talked to 
no one about tha case. 
Had not spoken of 
the m atter to any one since Lentini left his 
house until he was called to the witness 
stand. 
W hen Lentini came to witness’ place 
there were four others present— Johanna 
Messina, Paiquilo Galo, Giavano Galo and 
Vincenti De Luci. 
Thinks that all present 
heard the statem ent made by Lentini. 
The 
statement was made to all, and to no one in 
particular. 
Lentini said he tired the guo, 
but did not know whether he had killed any 
one or not. A ntonio Capola told him be must 
attend the trial as a witness. 
AFTEKSOON SESSION. 
Vincenti De Luci said he lived at Fire- 
baugh’s Ferry, in Fresno county. 
He had 
been in California for four years. 
In tho 
spring of 1882 he had lived at a garden on 
the Sacramento road, near the city of Stock­ 
ton. 
In the garden in which he worked they 
raised grapts and vegetable?. 
Saw John 
Lentini on the last of February or 1st of 
March, 1882, at hia place. 
He came to the 
ranch after sundown. 
He had on neither hat 
nor coat. 
He asked for food and bed, and 
was invited ¡uto the house, and bis request 
complied with. 
H e remained three days. 
Lentini told them that he had s difficulty 
with Saivatora Troai about his (LentiniV) 
wife, and that ho fired a gun, but did not 
know whether he had Killed anyone or not. 
After he fired the shot he fled. 
A fitr he had 
told the witne-s and hia ¡urtners about the 
hooting they gave him a hat and an old 
blanket, and compelled him to leavd the 
place. 
Cross-examination—W as certain about the 
date being the last of February or first of 
March, from the fact that it was tha time for 
weeding the onion?, and that it wa3 1882 
from the fact th at the lease of the place was 
made in 1881. 
Wa3 a native of the State of 
Naples, in Italy. Came to the United States 
four years ago. 
Lived one year in Modesto ; 
the balance of the time in the neighborhood 
of Stockton. 
H e would work on a ranch 
until he m ale some money, then he would 
“ go into Stcck-.on and stay until he eat it all 
up.” 
He had never told any or.e about the 
Lentini conversation uutil he took the wit­ 
ness-stand. 
Lentini had a handkerchief tied 
around his head. 
The cross-examination was 
lengthy and wore on tho patience of the wit­ 
ness, until he told the interpreter to tell Mr. 
Edgerton that " he talked too much.” He 
was brought here on a Bubpena. 
Had seen 
Frank Troai on the streets oi this city since 
the trial began, but had said nothing to him 
about the cose. 
Witness pointed to the de­ 
fendant, saying, “ That is John Lentini, and 
the man that came to my place. 
That was 
tha first and last time that I saw Lentini.” 
Lentini stayed in the house and did no work 
while he was on the ranch. 
Nicola Basso Baid he lived in Modesto, 
Stanislaus county, where be has resided for 
seven years and was ergaged in gardening. 
Saw John Lantini at his place about the last 
of March or first of April. 1882. 
Was not at 
home when he arrived. 
He asked for a job. 
Employed him and he stayed four mouths. 
Ho said he came from the Moke'umne river. 
Lentini told the witness that he had met 
w ith2t great misf artuns ; that he had bsen at 
the house of Saivatora Troai aed they had a 
difficulty, 
W hile wrestling for the possession 
of a gun it wss discharged and the woman 
killed. 
H e told the same story several 
times. 
Cross-Examination—Am sure of the date, 
because it was at a csrtain season of pruning. 
Had never repeated what Lentini said to him 
nn-il he did so on the witness staud. 
Saivatora Lagomarcino: Live on a vegeta­ 
ble and fruit ranch near Modesto, 
Have 
lived there for four years. 
John Lentini 
worked about four months on the ranch with 
me. 
Ho commenced work about the last of 
March or first of April in 1882. 
Tha first 
time he ever siw Leulini he was sitting at 
ths dienrr table. 
His clothei were in a very 
bad condition, and he wanted a job of work 
.liter he had been on the ranch a few days 
Lentini said to witness, while in ths c irrai, 
th at ha had mot with an accident. 
He had s 
difficulty with his brother-in-law, Saivatora 
Trosi, about some private business. 
After 
they had some words Sam Troai got a gun 
and Lsntini undertook to take it from Troai, 
when it was discharged. 
Lentini said he left 
immediately after the guu was discharged. 
He also told witness that he bad been hidden 
for some days ia the barn belonging to a man 
by the name of Bodesta, near the town of 
Stc.ckton. Lentini repeated this conversation 
twice to witness. 
He told witness that he 
swain the river in hi? flight after the shoot­ 
ing. 
W hen he swam the river he carried his 
clothing on his back.

imposes many dut ea upon Boards of Supenisoro 
and other county officers in relation to the collection 
of the railroad taxes.

Under Section 30 of the Act approved March 14, 
13S3—known as the County Governcieut Act—it be­ 
comes the duty of the Auditor, at the c iramence- 
ment of each regular session of the Board, to lav 
before it a statem ent prepared by him of the aggre­ 
gate amount of allowances against each fund, and 
ó! salaries and liabilities, fixed by law, paid or pay­ 
able therefrom since the beginning of the fiscal year, 
together with a statem ent of receipts of euch fund 
for that portion of the year already elapsed, and an 
exact estimate of the revenue for the remainder of 
tho year apportioned to the different funds, based 
upon the receipts for the corresponding portion of 
the preceding year. 
Whenever the Board shall have 
levied the State and county tax for the fiscal year, 
the Auditor's estimates for tho remainder of the yf .j- 
shall, as to receipts from property tax, be based np-ra 
the assestment roll and tax levy, deducting ten per 
cent, for anticipated delinquencies 
The Board 
shall 
have 
no 
power 
to 
make 
al­ 
lowances 
against 
any 
fund 
which, 
with 
allowances 
previously 
made, and salaries and 
liabilities fixed ny law payable therefrom, shall ex­ 
ceed the Auditor’s c stn ate of revenue for the year, 
or such proportion thereof as the time already 
elapsed shall bear to the entire year. 
Any allow­ 
ance m ide contrary to the provisions of this section 
thall be null and void, and the Auditor shall not 
draw his warrant therefor, nor the Treasurer pay 
the same. 
While this section no doubt conforms strictly to 
the requirements of our Constitution, and is in 
m my respects a good law, still very s -rious qu s- 
tlons may arise as to whether it can bo fully carried 
out. There is no provision made for moneys or­ 
dered paid by Superior J udges to poor or foreign 
witnesses. Under Section 1329 of the Penal Code 
the warrants for said moneys arc ordered direct 
from the Court, and in many cases arc numerous 
and for large suma. 
It is utterly i.rpossib’e for me 
to estimate the probable demand from thia source. 
T hi pur. haseof wood or any other item in la»ge 
quantities will also conflict with the requirements 
of the section above referred to. 
Under ¡Section 2’44 cf the new road law, the Boards 
of Supervisors are not authorized to levy a property 
road tax within any municipality existing under the 
laws of thi9 State, which exempts the city of Sacra­ 
mento from the road tax, and will necessitate the 
levying of two tax rates—one for the city and one 
for the country property. 
As I umle-T-stand the 
revenue law, it only requires the Boards of Super­ 
visors to provide sufficient money to run the busi­ 
ness of the counties until tho end of fcbe fiscal yeir 
(viz: June 30th). Taxes ara levied on the firei Mon­ 
day in October, aud are all paid during the months 
of December and January. 
Ifjthis proposition is 
earned out we wil b>j without funds from Julv 1st 
to December 31&t of each year, and will be com­ 
peded to reg:ster nil warrant* and pay 7 per cent, 
interest thereon during said term. 
'I hat this method of running on credit for several 
months vtill he inconveuient and unbusinesslike, 
and finally lead to extravagance, cannot no denied. 
I have calculated the receip‘8 and expenditure* for 
tho last ten years past, and havs carefully esti­ 
mated the probable sum that will be required to 
maintain the county government during the year, 
an-: iu ray opinion, owing to the increased assessed 
valuation of the property of the county, and he 
present excellent condition of our funds, the small­ 
est tax rate that this county has ever had will, with 
judicious economy, meet the Just demands that will 
accrue until Jai uary 1 ,1385. (This estimate does 
uot applv to that portion of the county upon which 
a property road tax will be levied, and contemplates 
a continuance of the present receipts from Iicenf-e 
collections.) The hospital fund shows a balance at 
present of $5,479 06. I e-tim ate thi* sum to be suffi­ 
cient to carry it until the taxes from to-day’s levy 
are paid iu. * 
’1 he general fund more than lasted through the 
fiscal year 
It receixedmaterial assistance from the 
collection of lirenso and from tho transfer above 
mentioned, and had the levy’ of last year been a few 
cents greater, it, too, would have held out until 
January next—six mouths longer than the law re­ 
quires—and our business would have been con­ 
ducted on a cash basis during the entire vear. 
I am 
satisfied, from past experience, that from $55,000 to 
$65,0C0 wid, with the usual assistance from license 
money and other receipts, meet the ordinary re­ 
quirements of this fund. 
If tho Board contem­ 
plates making any permanent improvt-me’ ts, it will 
b.i necessary to add the sum required for such pur­ 
pose. 
Any unfortunate pro«ecution of criminal 
ca§»'s, wherein large sums for the payment of 
foreign witnesses are ordered, will also m at .rially 
affect the above estimate.

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The following is tire full text of the decision 
of the Supreme Court in the Sacramento 
bonded debt caso. 
I t embraces a history of 
the law of the subject", and should be read by 
all who desire to be intelligent on this local 
topic: 
Mever vs. Brown, No 8.S96-1 Filed September 
28,18831—On the 27th day of Februar*, 1850, the 
Legislature of the State passed an Act by which it 
was declared that all that tract of land lying within 
certain designated Umita should thereafter bs known 
by the name of Sacramento City, for the g"V em ­ 
inent of which there should be a Mayor, Recorder, 
and Council to consist of nine members, one of 
whom should be elected President; that the Mayor, 
Recorder and Couucilmen should be a body politic 
and corporate bv the name and Style cf “ The 
Mayor, Recorder and Common Council of Sacra­ 
mento City,” and by that name they and their suc­ 
cessors should be known in law, have |Kjrpetual 
succession, sue, and be sued, in all Courts, and iu all 
actions whatsoever, etc , etc. (statutes 1850, p. p. 
70 ct seq ) By an Act passed March 20, lc51, the

section of the Act last mentioned the Council was, 
among other things, given power to cause the 
streets to be cleaned and repaired; to provide for 
the making and improving of sidewalks; to lay out, 
extend, alter or widen streets and alleys; to alter, 
improve, keep and repair and have full control of 
toe levee; to establish and regulate a police to be 
subject t ) the supervision of the M ayor; to make 
appropriations for any object of city expenditure ; 
to erect and maintain poor-houses and hospitals for 
the support of the indigent, sick and insane; to 
prevent the introduction and spreading of diseases *, 
to erect, repair and regulate wharves; to provide for 
the prevention and extinguishme. t of firos, etc. 
On the 24th of April, 1858, the Legislature passed 
an Act consolidating the city and county govern­ 
ments, the first and second sections of which are as 
follows : 
“ Sect ion 1. For the government of that territory 
now known as the city and county of Sacramento, 
there shall be a Board of Supervisors ; and the said 
Board of Supervisors and their successors in office 
shall be .a body politic and corporate under the 
name a d style of * The City and County of Sacra­ 
mento,’ and by that name they shall be known in 
law ; may make, have, keep, alter and renew a com 
inon seal’ different and distinct from the seal of the 
County C lerk; shall have pcrj»etual succession;

cf the Treasurer. 
Said claims shall be futido 
in the order of their reception ; shall, ia the orde 
of reception, 1>3 entitled to the shortest time ; and 
one fourth of the whole amount made payable on 
the first da}- of February, one thousand eight hun­ 
dred and eighty-eight; one-fourth oh the first uay 
of February, one thousand eight hundred and 
Dinety-three ; on.-fourth on the first day of Febru­ 
ary, one thousand eight hundred and • in etv -rig h t; 
and the balance on the first of February, one thou­ 
sand nine hundred and three. The interest on said 
bond3 shall he made parable at the office of the 
Treasurer on the fir<*t day of January cf each year. 
Said bonds shill be signed by the President of the 
Board of Supervisors, countersigned by the Clerk 
of the Board of Supervisors, and indorsed by the 
Treasurer, and shall have the seal of the city and 
county affixed thereto. Coup ins for the interest 
shall be attached to each bond, so that they ni"»y be 
removed without injury to the bond ; said coupons, 
consecutively numbered, shall be signed by the 
Treasurer.

“ Section 38. The following claims shall be re­ 
ceived and funded under the provisions of this A ct:

The annual interest and principal of all 
bonds issued for claims mentioned in this section 
shall be paid from the interest and sinking fund, 
as provided in Section 33, and in the manner other­ 
wise provided in this Act.

The Board of Supervisors shall not 
have power to levy any greater tixes than ns fol­ 
lows, viz: On the real and personal estate, except 
such as is exempt by law, throughout the city and 
county, a tax of one hundred cents on the one hun­ 
dred dollars ; such State taxes as the laws may re­ 
quire, and in addition thereto, they shall levy, for 
municipal purposes, on all real and personal prop­ 
erty within the cit} limits, except such as is ex­ 
em pt bv law, a tax of one hundred cents on the 
one hundred dollars ; also, a tax for road purposes 
of five cents on ths one hundred dollars, on the 
property outside the city limits.

Section 35. The revenue derived from and w ith­ 
in the city limits, for municipal purposes, viz: taxe*. 
licenses,harbor dues, water rents and fines collected 
in the Mayor's Court, or otherwise, when paid into 
the treasury, shall bo set apart .and appropriated as 
follows : Fifty-five per cent, to an interest and sink­ 
ing fund, which shall be applied to the payment of 
the annual interest and the fiual redemption of 
bonds issued for city indebtedness in accordance 
with the provisions of this A ct; fifteen per cent, to 
a salary fund, which shall bo applied to the pay­ 
ment of the salaries of municipal officers as pro­ 
vided in this A ct; ei^ht per cent, to a school fund, 
which shall he applied to the support of schools 
within the city lim its; and the balance, twenty-two 
per cent., ta r. fund to be used for all such neces­ 
sary municipal t-xp msesfts are not otherwise provided 
for in t his section, and shall he called the contin­ 
gent fund.” 
By tne oec.c-d section of the Act of Consolida­ 
tion, all of the property and rights theretofore bt - 
longing or pertaining to the corporation known as 
“ The Mayor and Common Council of the city of 
Sacramento,” were vested in, and declared to apjier- 
tain and belong to the consolidated government 
Bu , in dissolving the old city government and 
transferring all of its property and rights to a new 
corporation, the Legislature did net forget that 
there were outstanding claims ngninst the old one. 
Recognizing that ifi.ct. it made provision in and by 
the Ac*, cf Consolidation for “ liquidating, funding 
and paying” th' se claim*. 
Suitable bonds were di­ 
rected to ho prepared for the city of Sacramento, 
not exceeding one million six hundred thousand 
dollars, with interest coupons at the rate of blx pef 
cent. j>er annum, payable on the first day of Jan u ­ 
ary cf each year, with which tho leg 1 lafras against 
the ol i city government were to be paid and dis­ 
charged. To pay tho interest as it rhould accrue 
and to redeem the bond*, it was provided by the 
Act of Consolidation that fifty-five per cent, of the 
revenue derived from and within the city limits for 
municipal purposes, that is to say, taxes, licenses, 
haibor dues, water rents and floes collected, should 
be set apart and appropriated to au interest and 
sinking fund, which should be applied to the pay­ 
ment of the annual interest and the final redemp­ 
tion o the bonds ; and the governing body of the 
consolidated government, viz : the Board of Super­ 
visors, was required to levy for municipal purposes, 
on all real aud personal property within the city 
limits, except such as is exempt by law, a tax of one 
hundred cents on the one hundred dollars. 
Having thus made provision for the payment uu- 
nually of the interest on the bonds, and ultimately 
for their redempti'm, the Legislature t ffered them 
in payment of the legal claims against the old city 
government. The offer was accepted, and the hold­ 
ers of the latter surrendered their c a’ms, in con­ 
sideration of which the consolidated government 
issued to them its bonds, pursuant to the provisions 
of the Act. 
The bones carried with rbeui the 
pledge of an annual tax, for municipal purposes, on 
all real and personal property within the city limits, 
except such as i* exempt by law, of lOJeentB on the 
8100. 55 per cent. C-f which to be set apart and ap­ 
propriated to an interest and sinking fund to be 
applied to the payment of the annual interest upon 
the bonds and to their final redemption.
